Marston is an actor of sound artistic 
ability, possessing a well cultivated taste 
and discriminating judgment. Accord- 
ingly his favourite impersonations display 
careful study and elaboration, while the 
native histrionic strength which he throws 
in as a qualifier, is confessedly high ; his 
stage-port is unusiially fine, iti fact is un- 
excelled in some parts. His allowed best 
effort is Iago, together with his Bassano 
in the Merchant of Venice are well. and 
thoroughly known to the Public, any de- 
tailed mention of them here, therefore were 
superfluous, save as an additional proof of 
the truth of what we have advanced. 

Mr. Barratt is next on our list; much 
of the nature, unacquired, #is comica te- 
sides in this gentleman combined with that 
easy self-possession, and matured tact, 
which so long an acquaintance with stage 
business necessitates. Still tragedy is not 
his walk by any means, whenever he makes 
too etherial a flight of sentiment, or at- 
tempts ever su small a metaphysic effusion, 
he at once mounts the stilts and degene- 
rates into the insipid. His humour at once 
rich, racy, and pleasant, compensate largely 
for this, arid never does he suffer the wit 
of his text to grow stagnant and lose its 
attic relish in his hand. He excels in the 
characters of Polonius in Hamlet, and of 
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Lord Lumbercourt in Mackay'’s Man iv 
the World, in both of which he is highly 
artistic and versatile. Mr. Robinson whom 
we have riext to mention is a young actor 
of most promising parts, both grace ahd 
manly elegance, characterize his deport- 
ment on the stage, while the educated 
strength and polish of his elocution is de- 
servedly commetidable. His physique is 
good and his coutitenance ex ve, 
while the mere activity of his bye-play 
exults him above the dull monotony of 
commonplace. He is perhaps a ttifle 
tame in passages demanding more than an 
usual stress of fiery vehemence, but his 
passion has the merit of sincerity, which 
in this department is the grand secret of 
success. Actors may be the most coti- 
summate artists possible, and yet fail to © 
simulate passion, which must be felt in 
otder to truth, effect, and consonance, 
More acted passion mostly degenerates 
into fulsome rant and aes or else it 
is villainously tame and spiritless. Of these 
two extremes the last ot perhaps the most 
pardonable—but, oh! ye young Thespians 
let passion be real and heartfelt, or do not 
attempt it. A few words concerning that 
well-known actress at the Wells, Miss 
Cooper. This lady unite all the charmi 
grace and delicacy of her sex with hi 
intellectual refinement and strength ; 
possesses a voice of dulcet sweetness ; most 


flexible and pleasing withal while her 
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whole manner combines calm power, with 
much energetic buoyancy ; she is gifted 
with great dramatic talent, and many ac- 
complishments, and her readings are most 
interesting, truthfulyand able. She is in 
private (which we have every reason to 
believe) what she isin Public. We at 
once award her a very fair altitude among 
the fair stars of the drama, belonging to 
this or any byegone time.

A silver cup was given to my father and 
mother, in the interior of the theatre on the 
morning of rehearsal by the ladies attached 
to the Chawley Light Horse Volunteers. 
By ladies I do not mean the ¢rampers, who 
st that time followed the soldiers in the hope 
of catching a sight of Boney—far from it.
